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The Headmaster Reports 


This year we held our Speech-day and Prize-giving earlier than usual, 
before the commencement of the public examinations, as a midday function on 
the Friday of the boarders’ exeat week-end. One of the reasons was to encourage 
our boarder parents to attend this annual function. A number of these parents 
have expressed their appreciation of this change and the experiment will be 
repeated, probably, next year. 


During my address | stressed two facts which I consider bear repeating 
here. They are the need for loyalty as a character trait of every pupil at this 
school and the development of self-discipline, while pupils are at school. I firmly 
believe that self-discipline plays a major role in the development of a sound 
character; it represents, in my view, a cornerstone in the building of a successful 
career. Further, 1 consider that self-discipline is engendered in a pupil through 
adherence to school discipline coupled with the discipline of a well-ordered home. 


The past year has been in many ways, a successful one. Many of the 
successes we have had, have been on the sports fields in both junior and senior 
teams. We have welcomed the return of an active dramatic section who have 
produced two full-length plays during the past eighteen months, in addition to 
the introduction of a one-act play competition on an inter-house basis. We have 
had fewer staff changes, this vear, than has been the case for a number of years 
and we look forward to the possibility of better examination results as a 
consequence. 


Contrary to my forecast in last year’s magazine there will be another 
increase in enrolment next year. We will start the new year with approximately 
560 pupils, but the number will drop to about 550 during the year. We look 
forward, therefore, to the alteration of our existing workshops and the addition 
of a new, senior machine-shop. Plans have been completed and will increase our 
number of class-rooms by two. 


Inter-house competition for the Old Wilsonian’s Shield has been particularly 
keen this year. Burnham House are to be congratulated on their second successive 
win despite the strong challenge from Newton and Scott. Only 3% points 
separated these houses. 


A few words of thanks now; to the staff for their many hours spent, apart 
from teaching, either coaching and travelling with teams or helping organising 
and guiding in the various club activities, and to the P.T.A. Committee and 
School Council for their advice and help through the past year.

Cadets have for many years been an integral part of the activities of the 
older and more established schools of Rhodesia. Many of the units were formed 
in the early years of the century, and in fact the first cadet corps caine into being 
as far back as the Matabele Rebellion. 


It is understandable, therefore, that those who have been associated with 
cadets and its administration, should view with some regret the final disbandment 
this year of this extremely worthwhile movement. 


At Allan Wilson School this means the end of an era and a tradition that 
has lasted for more than twenty five years. This loss to the school is made greater 
by reason of our association with the Shangani Patrol, an association emphasised in 
1964 when cadets and officers from the school undertook an expedition to the

site at which the “Last Stand” took place. 


There are those who consider cadets to be of little value, claiming that the 
necessary military training is adequately provided for in the nine months National 
Service. Apart from training for Cert. A and range work, however, cadets also 
provide a means not only of recognising, but also of developing, leadership qualities 
that might never have otherwise been revealed in certain pupils. 


The dissolution of cadets, on the other hand, comes as no real surprise 
because the death knell was sounded some years ago, owing to shortage of finance, 
when the annual cadet bivouac camps were curtailed, and shortages of equipment 
and instructors created further difficulties. Once the aspect of competition between 
the different school units was to a large extent eliminated, it became increasingly 
difficult to maintain interest. 


I wish to take this opportunity of thanking the officers and NCO’s for their 
help and co-operation without which we could not have achieved the efficiency 
and morale that existed at the end of the first term this year. A special word of 
thanks here to Messrs. J. Dakin and I. Ferreira for voluntarily giving instruction 
although their commissions had not yet been announced. Last, but not least, the 
cadets themselves must be congratulated for the way in which they responded and 
made possible such rapid progress this year. 


Sixteen cadets attended the cadre course at the drill hall during the first 
week of term. Eighteen of the twenty-four cadets in number one Platoon passed 
their Cert. A, Part 1 exams early in the year, and were to have sat their Part 2 
exams at the start of the second term, while Platoons 2 and 3 were to have sat 
their Part 1 exams at this time. In addition, every cadet had fired on the .22 
rifle range and we were proceeding with our selection of the Bisley team for more 
intensive instruction in preparation for the Major-General Edwards Cup. 


In conclusion, I wish to express the hope that the powers that be may one 
day see fit to resuscitate this worthwhile movement.

Library 


The Library welcomes this opportunity to make amends for an omission 
in last year’s issue of “Patrol”. We would thank the P.T.A., individual parents 
and old friends of the School for all the interest they have taken in the new 
Library; in our first year in the new building, we gained approximately 1,500 new 
volumes and this was mainly due to their efforts. Unfortunately, the paragraph 
which dealt with this expansion was ommitted by the printers and the resulting 
Report must have appeared most ungrateful to many. We regret this omission 
and assure our donors it was not due to any lack of appreciation. 


Although the increase in Library stocks has not been as dramatic this year 
as last, we still have a steady increase of high quality books. We strive to main- 
tain a balance between reference books and fiction, perhaps erring on the side of 
the former a little. Progress has been made in building up books relevant to sub- 
jects taught in the School, Mathematics, Geography, History and Science being 
more fortunate than other subjects. Each will have its turn, however, in future 
years. We still have a great many empty spaces on the shelves but they are far 
less conspicuous at the end of each term, when all books are collected in, than 
they used to be. 


The year has been eventful in the adoption of new methods of organising 
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Library work. Those who fail History tests are likely to find themselves putting 
away books for some time in the afternoons: a sentence of hard labour. Otherwise, 
the Library has relied almost entirely on voluntary workers. Twenty-four boys 
have turned up regularly each week on days that have suited themselves and have 
proved their value in the smooth running of the Library. They have learned the 
techniques of classifying, marking, and accessing new books, and are adding book- 
binding to their skills. Their efforts and, it must be stressed, their interest deserve 
appreciation and thanks. In addition, there have been boys who have chosen the 
Library as their official activity. Their help, too, has been of value. Library 
workers have included M. Masterson, D. Paxton, J. Lindsay, M. Wilson, J.

Drama 


When Mr. Hughes blew into Allan Wilson in 1967 the doldrums of dramat- 
ics came to an end. Last year’s successful staging of “The Long, the Short and the 
Tall’ was, it is to be hoped, the foundations of a dramatic tradition. This year an 
inter-house one-act play competition was introduced by Mr. Leach in the first 
term, and ‘Inherit the Wind’ was produced in the second. The standards achieved 
in both were high, and augur well for the future.

The inter-house competition was designed to be, like the other inter-house 
events, a test of pupil initiative and skill. Apart from lectures on production and 
make-up the boys received no help from the staff, and took on full responsibility 
for production, make-up, costuming, stage work and lighting. The successess of 
the two evenings over which the plays were staged is a tribute to the initiative and 
organising ability of the boys of the School. 


It is not surprising that, when no dramatic tradition exists, the general 
standard of the plays should be a little low: but it is indeed remarkable that the 
winning play, Shangani’s Woman Alive, should be so excellent that it even won 
from the adjudicator, Mrs. Andrews, the tribute that the production could scarcely 
have been bettered upon any amateur stage. To Nick Walker, for his brilliant 
production, and to Martin Malden, Nick Caldwell and Jimmy Antrobus for their 
first class performances, we offer our congratulations. Richard Gifford-Garner’s 
choice of Episode on an Autumn Evening for Browning House, in which with Chris 
Roberts he took the lead, is to be commended — if not for its production and 
acting —- for its ambition. In the other houses, although the production was 
generally weak, there were some delightful performances. Undoubtedly the most 
delightful of these was Stewart Peatfield’s interpretation of the tramp in Pot o° 
Broth, while Chris Small’s presentation of the husband’s part in The Man in the 
Bowler Hat was skilfully amusing. Alisdair Andrews in The Monkey's Paw and 
Stanhope Jonsson in Thread o’ Scarlet marked themselves out as definite prospects 
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for the School play. 


The lighting and stage management for all productions was most competently 
handled by Neil Preston. 


Inherit the Wind 


The warm and widespread praise accorded to the School’s performance of 
‘Inherit the Wind’ was a clear indication of the high standard attained by the large 
cast of 30, and of all the others involved in the production of the play. 


The onerous acting tasks shouldered by Richard Gifford-Garner, as Drum- 
mond, and Robert Bedford-Shaw, as Brady, were evecuted with a maturity and 
ease that were excting to note. The former’s performance was of such competence 
that it placed him unquestionably in the lead for the Creed Cup, an award he 
carried away from the second successive year. Robert Bedford-Shaw rose from his 
sick-bed for.the three public performances and gave very creditable performances, 
but did not achieve the excellent standard he displayed in rehearsals. Stanhope 
Jonsson’s rendering of Hornback’s cynicism, and Chris Small’s powerful presenta- 
tion of the Rev. Jeremiah Brown’s fanaticism, were smaller masterpieces, as was 
Nick Caldwell’s endearing interpretation of Rachel. Delightful cameos 
abounded amongst the smaller parts, such as Michael Wilson’s Mrs. Blair, Euan 
Glover’s Howard, Steward Peatfield’s Meeker, Martin Kok’s Melinda, and even 
Philip Audiore’s minute part of Sillers. Particularly worthy of praise are all the 
near-anonymous stalwarts who so patiently and co-operatively worked in the crowd 
scenes and made them so effective. 


The set which — as the lighting varied — represented at one time the 
interior of the court, and at the next moment the exterior, was the product of the 
ingenuity of Mr. West who built it, Mr. Nel who erected it, and Mrs. Knox who 
decorated it. To the three of them must be accorded high praise for a most 
effective piece of work. Mr. Hughes and his team of make-up artists did an ex- 
cellent job, but highest praise of all must go to Neil Preston whose lighting was in 
no small measure responsible for the effectiveness of the drama. Having ecerted 
and wired 11 spots, 6 floods and 4 battens, he had to effect in constantly varying 
combinations no fewer than 22 lighting changes — all without staff assistance. 


In conclusion it may be said that if Inherit the Wind was a success, it was, 
above all, an enjoable experience, and the producer would like to pay tribute to 
the co-operation and hard work put into the play by all concerned, boys and staff 
alike. In particular must he thank Miss Valerie Wilson for the hours she so gen- 
erously devoted to costumes, properties and assistance at rehearsals: her help was 
invaluable.

Five meetings were devoted to training in debating and public speaking. 


Discussoin was catered for by a model talk on “Discipline” initiated by 
Mr. V. Heunis, Deputy Head. Mr. G. C. Collier, Headmaster, addressed an open 
meeting on “Careers”. Dr. R. Phelps, Department of Zoology, UCR, discussed “Is 
Man a Naked Ape”, and handled the controversial questions with brilliance. 


Mr. R. Fothergill, Editor of the “Sunday Mail” very generously gave of 
his time to tell us “How a Newspaper is run.” A panel of teachers initiated a 
discussion on “The role of sport in the educational system”, and rather dominated 
the discussion from the floor which followed.

1967 TOUR 


We are grateful to the staff of Hillview High School who arranged and 
made possible our cricket tour to Pretoria in December 1967, and to the parents 
and boys of all the schools concerned in making our stay in Pretoria such a pleas- 
ant one. 


From the cricket point of view, the tour was highly successful and many of 
our players showed definite signs of maturing in their cricket. This proved of 
considerable value during our 1968 season, particularly as eleven of the touring 
party returned to school. 


The team played four one-day games on censecutive days, winning two 
outright and the other two on the first innings. The most outstanding victory 
was aga‘nst a combined Pretoria Schools XI which included four Nuffield players 
and three trialists.

Michael Miles was the most unfortunate bowler as his bowl- 
ing was far better than his figures indicate. The only disappointing aspect of 
the team’s play was their tendency to put down too many vital catches, although 
their ground fielding was generally good. They must realise the need to hold 
catches if they are to continue to win their matches.

batsmen without much trouble. In the next five matches, Blake’s 69 and Ka- 
walec’s 60, both against Cranborne, were the only knocks of note, but we did, how- 
ever, manage to win them all easily. Our bowlers, Hogg, Slade, Miles and Sins 
bowled continually well, and no batsmen gave them much resistance. The final 
match of the Ist term was unfortunately not so pleasing. After having Peterhouse 
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+0 for 6, we let things slip and could only get them all out for 130. Our three 
opening batsmen, however, paved the way for victory, and we were 50 runs short 
with seven wickets standing. The middle order batsmen failed miserably and we 
were suddenly 97 for 7. Hogg and Schillaci then put up some solid resistance and 
we crept up to 126 for 8, betore we were all out with no further score. 


The 3rd term started badly when we lost by 106 runs to Umtali. The 
game against P.E. was most exciting, although we lost by 2 wickets. We were 201 
all out, of which Kalkhoven made 68. Prince Edward’s opening 5 batsmen played 
well, and by afternoon tea they were 156 for 3. At this point we staged a come- 
back, and Prince Edward slumped to 197 for 8. They reached 205 for 8, and 
were then 205 all out. 


The next two games against Morgan and the Hillview-Clapham sides were 
won easily. Our match against Potchefstroom (from Transvaal) was sensational. 
They batted for 207 minutes and scored 137 runs. This left us with 2 hours 
batt.ng, and 80 minutes later our openers, Ristow and Kawalec had reached 138. 
Ristow made 87, and Kawalec 46. The match against Churchill was a disaster as 
far as our batting was concerned. They were 153 all out, and we were 61 all out. 
In our second innings, we proved that we could bat when we were 150 for 2, 
Blake having scored 66 not out, Kawalec 38 and Ristow 30 not out. 


The 3rd term has not proved to be quite as successful for us as did the Ist 
term. We were of course up against stiffer opposition, but although our bowlers 
always did as expected of them, our batsmen have often failed, and many of our 
middle order batsmen have proved unreliable. Failure to hold vital catches have 
lost us a number of games. 


We would like to thank sincerely, Mr. West and his woodwork department, 
and Mr. Morris and his metalwork department for all the work that they put in 
towards the construction of the new scoreboard. The scoreboard has proved ex- 
tremely useful to the Cricketers. We would also like to thank the regular score- 
board operators, Jelliman, Dunlop and Truman for their work. 


G. Ristow: He has had a most successful year and the 831 runs he scored this 
year indicate the reliance the team has placed on his shoulders. Possibly his most 
devastating innings was his 87 not out in 63 minutes against Potchefstroom Boys’ 
High. His excellent anticipation behind the stumps has rewarded him with 23 
victims caught out, and 6 stumpings. As a captain, he has held the respect of the 
team, and with this year’s experience should prove a most capable leader next 
year. He represented Mashonaland in 1967 at the Nuffield cricket trials held in 
Salisbury. 


M. Blake: He is still technically the best bat in the side, and his many good knocks 
during the year have proved this. Although missing four games through injury, 
his batting and cover fielding have remained at a high standard. A helpful vice- 
captain. 


B. Daves. Has only played in the event of somebody else being unfit. He has 
fared quite well with the bat, but his fielding needs practice. 


J. Davis: Came into the team this term and immediately proved to be quite a 
worthy opener. Tends to flash at the ball outside his wickets, and has always 
gone out this way. 


V. Hogg: The most experienced bowler in the side. On his day he is almost 
unplayable. Uses both seam and shine to good effect, and has taken 65 wickets 
this year. A sound batsman.who can ‘stick’ a long time. However, he needs to 
improve his fielding. Represented Mashonaland in 1967 in the Nuffield cricket 
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trials in Salisbury. 


B. Kalkhoven: He has not quite come up to expectations, but has, however, 
had some good knocks. Batted very well against Prince Edward for his 68. Tends 
to flash at balls on the off. 


R. Kawalec: Has improved tremendously with the bat, and has had several 
good knocks. He has begun to bowl well recently, his medium pacers proving 
most effective. Is also a good fielder. 


M. Miles: More concentration and thought about his bowling could turn ‘Milo’ 
into an attacking bowler. Has contained batsmen well and reaped a number of 
wickets. A good close-to-the-wicket fielder. 


O’Brien: Has filled in when injuries have plagued the side. His fielding needs 
practice. 


M. Raubenheimer: Has proved most disappointing this year and has not 
realised his potential. He is too eager to hit the ball, and has much difficulty 
against the spinners. Is a good cover fielder. 


I. Royal: Has had a disappointing year as far as batting is concerned, although 
he saved the side with a fine knock against Ellis Robins. He was missed by the 
side when unable to play against Prince Edward and Umtali. Is a good fielder. 


Schillaci: A hard hitting lower order batsman who has had a fair season. 
Close-to-the-wicket fielder who has a good return when needed. 


A. Sims: Probably the most improved player in the side. The 3rd term has seen 
his best bowling performances, although he deserved more than his 48 wickets. 
A lower order batsman and an average slip fielder.

The Study of Dreams 


Since the earliest times, man has been troubled during both his sleeping 
and waking hours by dreams. Only in the last few generations has science been 
able to come forward with a comprehensive account of the reasons for dreaming. 
Now with the help of electronic equipment, scientists have been able to determine 
the amount, frequency and contents of dreams. They have fully demonstrated 
that 20 percent of an average night’s rest is actually spent dreaming. It appears 
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that this dream state constitutes a third state of being. The other two states being 
deep slumber and the waking estate. 


Early man sensed that dreams played some important part in h’s life and, 
as he mastered the art of writing, he attempted to interpret them. One of the 
first written documents is an Egyptian papyrus of dream interpretations. In the 
mid-ninetheenth century progress was made by a few investigators, and in one 
experiment, sleepers were tickled with feathers, splashed with water and singed 
with candles. This last experiment was to show that dreams are caused by ex- 
ternal factors. 


It was due to Sigmund Freud that the study of dreams was rescued from 
the borders of the occult and mystic. In summer 1897, Freud undertook his own 
psychoanalysis and his Book “The Interpretat‘on of Dreams’, was one of the re- 
sults of th’s study. Freud suggested that there was, beneath the conscious mind, 
a deeper layer of emotions which he named the unconscious. According to Freud, 
at night the conscious mind concentrates on the desire to sleep, to rest the body; 
at the same time the unconscious demands a release of its deep-seated drives. The 
dream represents this release, but in a modified form — a compromise between the 
unconscious mind for gratification and the need of the body for rest. 


These ideas changed man’s ways of looking at dreams and never again 
would dreams be dismissed as the sole product of a damp night-shirt or a highly 
seasoned meal. However, the greatest step forward in dream research came not 
from psychology but from physiology. In the early 1930’s, Dr. Nathaniel Kleit- 
man, a professor of physiology at the University of Chicago, devoted must time to 
the physical processes of sleep. This activity, constituting a third of human life, 
was hardly any better understood than dreams. Kleitman studied the hours of 
sleep and during his experiments made discoveries that put an end to centuries 
of speculations about dreams and dreaming. 


In 1952, Kleitman and one of his graduate students, Eugene Aserinsky, were 
studying the habits of sleeping babies, when they noticed a remarkable pattern. 
Long after the babies had ceased moving about and settled down to sleep, their 
eyes continued to flutter beneath their closed eyelids. Investigations with adults 
showed that these rapid eye movements (R.E.M.) could be found in all sleepers. 
This was demonstrated by Kleitman by connecting volunteer sleepers to electroen- 
cephalograph (EEG) machine. These EEG machines are designed to measure 
brain waves, the weak electric currents generated through the skull by millions of 
pulsing brain cells. By connecting their electrodes, the EEG machine can be 
used to measure the changes in electric potential when the eye muscles shift from 
the resting to the moving state, the rate of respiration and the amount of muscular 
tension and body movement. If the leads of the machine are run into a switch 
box behind the bed, the whole operation can proceed in a nearly normal condition 
with the sleeper alone in the room and the scientist who is monitoring the machine 
in another room. 


Kleitman noticed, with the EEG machine, that during REM periods there 
was a distinct, fast, low-voltage pattern on the machines. Kleitman decided to 
awaken patients during these REM periods and asked them if they were dreaming. 
The answer to this question with experiments carried out at various centres proved 
always to be the same. Sleepers awakened during REM periods reported dreams, 
whereas the same sleepers awakened during non REM periods had no dreams to 
report. 


The significance of Kleitman’s work was that now, for the first time, 
scientists had a method of summoning up a dream. The evidence also showed 
that there was more dreaming going on in one night than had previously been 
imagined. Even sleepers who claimed that they never dreamed deported dreams 
when awakened during REM periods. 
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Today, the standard dream equipment of Kleitman has been improved to 
include a buzzer and a tape recorder to awaken the dreamers under study, with- 
out anyone’s entering the room, and to capture their dreams on tape. With the 
help of this improved equipment knowledge of dreams and dreamers has been 
greatly increased in the last decade. It has been found that a typical night’s sleep 
involves some four or five dreams. The first begins about 90 minutes after the 
subject falls asleep and the rest follow as if they are acts in a play. Shorter 
dreams come early in the night and as the night proceeds, the dreams become 
longer. In all, sleepers spend up to 20 percent of each night in the dream state. 
Despite an outward calm, REM and dream periods are times of inner tumult 
Breathing quickness, the heartbeat races, secretion of hormones and gastric juices 
may increase, the brain seems more active than in some states of wakefulness, 
temperatures in the brain rise slightly and an increase in the blood flow and the 
rate of metabolism in the brain suggest that energy is being consumed rapidly. 


Many age-old myths and wives’ tales about dreaming have been disproved 
with the increased study in dreams. For example, the myth that dreams “hap- 
pened in a flsh” was destroyed by Dement and Wolpert. Instead, the time taken 
for a dream to unfold is roughly the same time as that action would have taken 
in waking life. Dement and Wolpert also showed that the dream cycle cannot 
be initiated by external physical factors. Volunteers were exposed to three stimuli 
— a 100 watt light bulb shone directly in the sleeper’s face, a spray of a cold 
water directed onto the body, and a recording of a pure tone of 1,000 cycles of 
middle C played for five seconds near the sleeper. It was found that when these 
stimuli were introduced during a non-REM period, the sleeper awakened and 
reported no dreams. But when these stimuli were introduced during an REM 
period the dreamer occasionally wove the stimuli into the dream. 


The hardest myth to shake off is the conviction of many people that they 
do not dream. The EEG and REM indicators tell scientists that the average 
adult — even if dreaming a below-normal quota of three dreams a night — is still 
producing over a thousand dreams a year. The great majority of these are not 
recalled at all, and many others are remembered only in fragments. This seems to 
indicate the people who call themselves “good dreamers” are merely “good re- 
memberers”. Kleitman’s ideas also fitted in with this theory. According to Kleit- 
man, dreams are hard to remember because during sleep the higher centres of the 
brain are relaxing. These higher centres, the location of thinking and memory, 
are in the cerebal cortex. At night, as sleep comes, the cortex begins to falter 
and the analytical ability of the cortex becomes dulled, accepting situations and 
ideas it would normally reject in waking life. Kleitman also holds that this dream 
state has much in common with the inadequate thought processes and shori 
memory span of the very old, the very young and the very drunk. The old, young 
and the drunk all have dream-like experiences. 


With this point of view, instead of “why do we forget dreams?” the question 
should really be “why are we able to remember any part of the dream at all?” 
Part of the answer could be that our morning alarm clock, or our own built-in 
alarm, developed by years of habit, usually wakes us during our last and longest 
dream of the night. Earlier dreams are not always lost and recent investigations 
by Dr. Dement show that the cause could lie in the fact that most people become 
fully awake several times during the night, usually after a dream. These bouts 
of wakefulness could be caused by a number of factors such as midnight snacks, 
arguments, love-affairs, worries, emotional tension or change in sleeping environ- 
ment, which could all prevent the sleeper from reaching his usual depth of sleep. 


Some dream scientists suggested that the personalities of the sleepers have 
a great deal to do with the forgetting of dreams. Shapiro and Goodenough were 
the first scientists to carry out research on this idea. A group of 60 students were 
divided, on the basis of a questionaire, into dreamers and non-dreamers. Once 
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again it was proved that both groups dreamed for nearly the same time. But a 
difference between the non-dreamers and the dreamers was noted. The non- 
dreamers were sometimes harder to arouse during REM periods than the dreamers 
during the same periods. These slow warkers usually had not dreams to report, but 
when Shapiro and Goodenough turned up the bell recording and improved the 
soundproofing of the room to mask their movements, the improved conditions 
were followed by a higher percentage dream recall. 


Freud claimed that the sleeper does not remember his dreams the following 
morning because of their dangerous implications. Freud says. “The forgetting of 
dreams depends far more on the resistance to the dream thought than on the 
mutually alien character of the waking and sleeping states”. 


The next question to answer was whether dreaming could be in some way 
necessary and vital to human existence and would people continue to function 
properly if dreaming were in some way suppressed. Again, Dement attempted 
to answer this question. Using standard dream equipment he devised a drastic 
means to discover for function of dreamers. When the EEC; machine signalled 
the beginning of an R.E.M. period, Dement would awaken the volunteer sleeper 
and talk to him a while. The sleeper was then allowed to sleep again until an- 
other REM period was signalled, upon which he was reawakened. This con- 
tinued throughout the night for a number of nights. From this Dement showed 
that on the second and third nights the sleeper was trying to get in more and 
more dreams and, the more the sleeper was deprived of dreams, the more he tried 
to have dreams. After a week of not dreaming the sleeper was allowed to dream 
without interruption. On the two nights after the experiment the sleeper recorded 
twice his normal amount of dreaming time as if trying to make up for lost time. 
This was typical of all the volunteers sleepers. 


Dement and Howard Roffwarg of Columbia University, found with EEG 
record'ngs that new-born babies spend half their daily 16 hours of sleep in the 
REM state. From this it was clear that REM dream sleep must be something 
more basic than Freud’s idea of wish fulfillment. They reasoned that REM sleep 
in infants is a sort of tuning up of connections between the primitive hind brain 
and the cerebral cortex. Dement and Roffwarg contend that the REM sleep pre- 
vents the sleeper from sinking too deeply into unconsciousness during the night, 
and without dreams the sleeper might awaken disoriented. 


Snyder goes back even further for an explanation. He maintains that the 
first mammals use REM sleep interspersed with deep sleep when the animals were 
not hunting for food. This method of sleep, according to Snyder, would enable 
the mammal to wake in a state of near readiness for “flight or fight”. 


Maybe these last two views of dreaming — as the safety valve and the 
signaller — can be united. ‘Perhaps REM sleep evolved as a physical device 
but was later taken over by the psyche for the dreams necessary for higher mental 
purposes”. Maybe the answer as to why two hours of every night are spent 
dreaming involves factors that hase not as yet been discovered.
